ICKLING is a food method of 

“using up surplus Barden pro~ 
duec. Since mony of the vegctables 
nre cut up or-minced it 1s possible, 
to use those that are not perfect to 
shape. 

It is best to use un enamel-lined 
saucepan ‘ond: glass. pickle jars, For 
sealing, ordinary jam pot coyers are 
not sufficient . to prevent the 
evaporation of moisture; you should 
use cops that have a cardboard dise 
Inside to prevent contamination 
with the metal, or parchment paper
